O N D A Y , A U G U S T IO—T his m orning I joined a 
M patrol of M im e s going to M atanikau to investigate 
the Jap offrr to lurrender. \ \ ’e were w ork in g our w ay 
dow n the beach at the fringe of the jungle near the vil­ 
lage, w hen there came a Hidden spattering o f rifle and 
m achine gun fire to our left and ahead. 
It took me only a second or tw o to flop am idst a row 
of Marines w h o had taken cover behind a log.

A nd then I noticed all 
of a sudden that our lads had pulled their heads d o w n -

“Pass the word back 
for a corpsm an. W e’ve got a w ounded man here!” 
file exchange of firing grew- hotter. T h e Marines be­ 
hind the log were blazing away w ith autom atic rifles at 
rw'o laps they had spotted dow n the beach. One of the 
Japs jumped up and ran for the jungle. “T here he goes!” 
was the shout. “Riddle ’im !” And riddled he was. 
I craw led back into the jungle fringe and came upon

been w ounded. H e was lying on his back, sm oking a 
cigarette, his chest and one leg neatly bandaged.

Said, ‘H old 
your fire.’ T hen I saw it was a Jap.” G atcly grinned.

T h e firing stopped, and our officers decided to return 
to Kukum, and com e back later w ith stronger forces.

Later w e 
learned that w'e had lost four cruisers.

T hat m ade the business o f sleeping difficult 
since m y tent was only 200 yards from d ie water. 
W o u ld the Jap counter-invasion com e tonight? I w on ­ 
dered. W ou ld the submarine, or subm arines, com e in 
close and shell our camp? W hatever happened, w e w'ould 
surely bear die brunt of it.

gress going on record as to w heth­ 
er it favors real international col­ 
laboration after the war? 
Why

that our friends

that the Atlantic 
charter and the four freedoms are 
thus far only the declarations of 
President Roosevelt — as far as 
the United States is 
concerned, 
and have not been approved 
by 
either house of Congress. 
Senator Bennett Claik of Mis­ 
souri, a leading isolationist, is in 
favor of Congress adopting a con­ 
current resolution to the effect 
that Congress will at the proper 
time have to pass on international 
arrangements that may he made 
by the executive branch. 
We says ' 
it is only fair that 
our 
Allies 
should know now that the legis- j 
lative branch cannot 
ultimately 
he ignored. 
The adoption of such a resolu­ 
tion would be doing, in more for­ 
mal and in a more official way, 
what ?>9 senators who were 
op­ 
posed to the League of Nations 
did during tile Paris peace con­ 
ference. 
They signed a 
round 
robin warning that the Paris con­ 
ference had better first attend to 
the making of a peace and defer 
the creation of a League of Na­ 
tions until later. 
That was signed 
by more than one-tliird 
of 
the 
senate, constituting a genuine, if 
unofficial, warning to the p e a ^ e 
onference that there was (rouble 
ahead. 
But the warning was ig­ 
nored because the function of the 
senate in ratifying treaties was 
only vaguely understood 
abroad 
and it was generally considered 
that Woodrow Wilson 
had 
full 
power 
to 
commit 
the 
United 
States. 
This is recognized now as ele­ 
mentary by all 
foreign 
govern­ 
ments. 
In fact they 
are 
most 
keenly conscious of the power of 
congress and are now busy trying 
to size up the prospects, and to 
determine which 
way 
congress 
will he likely to jump. 
.Meantime 
governments 
are 
staking out their territorial 
de­ 
mands and are otherwise prepar­ 
ing themselves to go it alone in 
case the United States should r e ­ 
f u s e again to join with other n a ­ 
tions iii trying to bring order into 
world affairs. 
That uncertainty among other 
nations is having such a corrosive 
effect that it is alarming some of 
our own government people and 
many outside persons and groups 
interested in trying to make this 
next victory stick. 
They have nu Interest, just as 
do the isolationists although for 
opposite reasons, in ascertaining 
over which fork of the road con­ 


gress wishes to travel. 
You can't get into details 
of 
post-war arrangements. 
The war : 
is still to 
be 
finished.

isn’t a man alive, no m atter how

try to do something with the hope 
of reducing the chances of a third 
world war?

will get no settlement either way 
that will he IOO per cent to his 
liking. 
But he knows in which; 
direction he wants to see the ef-j 
forts of his government directed.' 
This is a good time to get ev­ 
erybody pegged on that general j 
question. 
Whichever way we are i 
inclined to go, it is only fair t h a t ; 
our Allies know it 
now. 
We 
should not leave them under m is-I 
apprehension. 
Senator Gillette's resolution, to 
approve the basic principles of 
tin' Atlantic charter offers 
one 
method of getting at the 
ques­ 
tion. 
Or some of the isolationists 
could move along the line suggest­ 
ed by Bennett Clark. 
Or some of 
the senators on the foreign rela­ 
tions committee could start it for 
that matter. 
Both houses ought 
to he in on it.
